The testimony of nearly a dozen 
prominent Atlantans put on the stand 
by Garland in an attempt to prove the 
prohibition law is enforced in a dis- 
criminatory manner in Georgia was 
ruled out by the court. ‘ihe expected 
answers were read into the record by 
Garland after the state’s objections to 
questions were sustained.

Gray Jr., an owner of the Atlanta 
Journal; Roy G. Booker, manufac- 
turers’ agent; Arthur W. Powell, law- 
yer; Alex Heath, of 1206 Peachtree 
street; Edgar Dunlap, insurance com- 
pany executive; Dr. Joe Eberhart, 
dentist: Fred Sorrow, publisher, and 
Al G. Hendley, businessman. 

Garland questioned them in an at- 
tempt to show that poor persons, of 
the overall class, were arrested and 
convicted of liquor violations frequent- 
ly while the “white collar” class and 
the rich were never molested. He en- 
deavored to show by Hendley that 
open barrooms and saloons are in Sa- 
vannah, Brunswick, Macon, Columbus 
and other Georgia cities. 

Assistant Solicitor E. E. Andrews 
and Walter LeCraw, representing the 
state, entered objections to every wit- 
ness and were sustained. Garland then 
related what he had expected to show 
and this was entered upon the record 
for the consideration of the supreme 
court.

CALLES 1S EXILED 
Io UNITED STATES 
IN DRAMATIC COUP 


Mexican Government, 
Striking Swiftly at ‘Sub- 
versive’ Activity, Re- 
moves ‘Iron Man,’ Aids. 


MEXICO CITY, April 10— 0 
Mexico’s leftist government, striking 
suddenly at “subversive activity,“ 
forced into dramatic exile to the Unit- 
ed States today the stern one-time 
hero and warrior-president, General 
Plutarco Elias Calles. 

Calles, whose 11-year rule of tur- 


bulent Mexican politics once won him 
the title of “Strong Man,” was placed 
aboard a Texas-bound airplane with 
three of his followers. 

The unexpected government coup 
was directed personally by Calles’ for- 
mer follower, President Lazaro Car- 
denas, who has eclipsed his former 
chieftain in the political sun. 

A cordon of federal troops and se- 
eret police surrounded the homes of 
the former president and his three 
supporters last night, arrested them 
and deported them this morning, ac- 
companied by three army officers as 
guards. 

Sent out of the country with the 59- 
year-old Calles were: 

Luis Morones, former minister of 
labor and leader of the regional con- 
federation of workers and peasants; 

Louis Leon, former minister of the 
interior and of agriculture; 

Rafael Melchoir Ortega, 
governor of Guanajuato. 

Three Sons Accompany.

IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION 

The proposal of the citizens- 
council committee on local traffic 
problems that a driver’s license sys- 
tem be established in Atlanta should 
have the serious consideration of 
city council. Whether or not the 
plan as outlined by the committee 
will best meet local conditions, it 
is a step in the right direction. 


Under the present no-license sys- 
tem the police are placed at serious 
disadvantage in endeavoring to keep 
incompetent or feckless drivers 
from behind the steering wheel. 
Drivers who habitually operate their 
cars in defiance of the traffic ordi- 
nances can, and are, arrested time 
and again, but there is no provision 
of law by which they can be per- 
manently removed as threats to the 
safety of law-abiding users of the 
public thoroughfares. 

When. even the most serious of- 
fender against the reasonable traf- 
fic ordinances has paid his fine for 
violations entailing the most, serious 
danger to himself and the public, 
he can walk out of the courtroom, 
get behind the steering wheel of 
his car and continue his reckless 
disregard of the rights. and safety 
ot others, 

With the adoption of a driver’s 
license system, and its rigid en- 
forcement, an end can be put to 
this farcical situation. 

It may be that some of the pro- 
visions contained in the suggested 
outline of a driver’s license law ad- 
vanced by the citizens-council com- 
mittee are so. strict as to cause the 
danger of lack of general support 
of the plan; others may not be strict 
enough; still others may not be best 
suited to local conditions. 

It should not, however, be dif- 
ficult to devise a workable driver's 
license system that would have gen- 
eral support and go far toward 
checking the reckless operation of 
automobiles on the city’s streets. 
Other cities have perfected such 
laws and we can profit by their 
experience, 

Certainlly some step must be 
taken to assist the police in keep- 
ing those mentally or physically un- 
fit from behind the driver’s wheel, 
and it has been proven in other 
cities and states that 4 driver's 


license system is the most effective 


step to that end.

Martha Martin, a 13-year-old 4-H

lion, or even 2 billion, by amend- 
ments submitted by members of 
congress representing every section 
of the country. 

Already Senators George and 
Russell have appeared before the 
senate commerce committee, ask- 
ing that $330,000 be made avail- 
able for flood control work on the 
Coosa river near Rome and 322, 
000,000 for the Clarks Hill project 
on the Savannah river. 


The statement by Vice President 
Macleay, of the Mississippi Valley 
Association, points out that major 
flood disasters are confined to no 
one section of the country, having 
visited the Mississippi valley last 
year, while the north and east are 
the chief sufferers this year. 


It is cited that in the region of 
the watersheds of the Allegheny, 
Monongahela and Ohio rivers there 
have been 86 high waters above 
flood stage in the last 80 years. 

No state in the Union has been 
without its disasters from the rav- 
ages of flooding rivers. Georgia’s 
rivers, like those of her sister 
states, have taken their toll in life 
and property in the past. 

Vice President Macleay urges 
that the experience of the flood 
areas emphasizes the need for 
source stream flood control reser- 
voirs to impound flood waters at 
the source,” and cites army engi- 
geers as authority for the statement 
that the crest of the recent flood 
at Pittsburgh would have been at 
least 10 feet lower with source 
stream reservoirs in the upper 
reaches of the Allegheny and Mo- 
nongahela rivers. 

The flood control bill now pend- 
ing in congress includes tributary 
flood control projects and provides, 
in addition, for levee and channel 
improvements. Thus, it is be- 
lieved, not only will flood crests in 
the lower river valleys be reduced, 
but surplus flood waters will be 
impounded for economic use in 
low-water Seasons. 

So universal have been the losses 
from raging rivers in the past that 
the question of flood control is a 
national problem, properly in the 
province of the federal government. 


A GOOD RECORD 
A report recently issued by the

Negus Realizes 


Situation. 


On March 16 I learned on good 
authority, Professor Gaston Jeze, the 
eminent authority on international 
jurisprudence at the Sorbonne in Paris 
addressed to Addis Ababa. a brief, 
wherein, at the request of the Negus, 
he outlined the rights and preroga- 
tives of a monarch who accepts a for- 
eign protectorate over his domains. 
This step by the Negus characterizes 
more than anything else how near the 
Ethiopian problem is coming toward a 
settlement—and what the nature will 
be of that settlement. For, it stands 
to reason that if Haile Selassie ac- 
cepts Italian suzerainty now, he will 
guard his throne as a vassal of Italy, 
while Italy clears up the interior sit- 
uation. On the other hand, at the 
present moment, and the greater the 
Italian victories, the more the em- 
peror’s life is in danger. There are 
several powerful lords who won't hesi- 


tate to dispatch him.

IS ARTHRITIS A DEFICIENCY 
DISEASE? 


Acute inflammation of a joint or 
joints (acute arthritis) is avowedly 
an infectious condition, that is, the 
trouble is due to invasion of the joint 
tissues by bacteria. (It is unfortunate 
that the term “infectious” is so com- 
monly misunderstood and misused to 
signify communicable.) Most diseases 
physicians regard as infectious they 
know are not communicable or con- 
tagious. For instance acute infectious 
arthritis, otherwise called inflamma- 
tory rheumatism, rheumatic fever, is 
caused by invasion of the blood and 
joint tissues by one or another strain 
of the Streptococcus, which probably 


first gaine a foothold in an attack of 
tonsilitis. The primary attack of ton- 
silitis, in turn; may have been caught 
from exposure to some one who had

but actually with a Streptococcus in- 
fection. 

Chronic arthritis, that is, joint 
trouble of prolonged duration, is gen- 
erally regarded as a manifestation of

U. S, GREAT BRITAIN 
PLAN TRADE ACCORD 


Reciprocal Pact May Result 
From Survey by Wash- 
ington and London. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—(?)— 
The United States and Great Britain 
today were engaged in a survey of 
Anglo-American trade, which may re- 
sult in negotiation of a reciprocal 
trade pact with this country’s biggest 
customer. . 

This word was passed in a highly 
authoritative quarter, which disclosed 
also that preliminary discussions, de- 


signed to explore the feasibility and 
possibility of concluding an agreement, 
actually are under way both in Wash- 
ington and London. : 

Administration authorities empha- 
sized, however, that no actual negotia- 
tions have started, and that as yet 
there has been no discussion involvixg 
specific commodities, or tariff rates. 

Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British am- 
bassador, has held preliminary con- 
versations on the subject with Secre- 
tary Hull, it was disclosed. Other 
embassy officials also have entered 
into exploratory discussions involving 
the principles involved with trade 
agreements divisions officials. 

Conclusion of a trade pact with 
Great Britain would constitute a ma- 
jor step in Secretary Hull’s foreign 
trade program. In addition to being 
the greatest purchasers of American 
goods, the British now have empire 

referential agreements with Austra- 

a, New Zealand, and other domin- 
ions and colonies which also are im- 
portant in American trade. 

The secretary of state recently em- 
phasized his belief that extension of 
‘trade equality” throughout the world 
would be a major step in restoring 
international prosperity and laying the 
foundation for eventual financial sta- 
bilization. 

Great Britain, France—with whom 
a trade pact now is under negotiation 
—and the United States would be the 
chief nations involved in any stabiliza- 
tion movement.

FLETCHER FORECASTS 
CONTINUANCE OF CANAL 


Senator Will Confer With 
Roosevelt for Additional 
Funds. 


— 


WASHINGTON, April 10—- 8 
Despite refusal of congress to appro- 
priate funds for the controversial ship 
canal across Florida, Senator Filetch- 
er, democrat, Florida, said today he 
expected work to continue on the 
$146,000,000 undertaking, 

The senator said he would confer 
with President Roosevelt again soon 
on the project. He said he had not 
heard of a statement by Harry L. 
Hopkins, works p administra- 
tor, that none of the $1,500,000,000 re- 
lief appropriation would be used for 


the canal. 
Fletcher said there was a chance 


of getting the canal appropriation in 


a deficiency appropriation bill. 

“And,” he added, the President 
had $4,800,000,000. He must have 
some of that left.” 

There was no indication what spe- 
cific request, if any, he intended to 
make when he discussed the canal 
with the President. 

Representative Peterson, democrat, 
Florida, said he thought it was prop- 
er to withhold relief funds from the 
canal project until it was authorized 
by congress. 

“In view of the aetion already 
taken,” he said, “surely it would not 
be right to use relief money for that 
purpose unless congress specifically 
authorizes it.” 

Peterson urged a complete investi- 
gation of possible damage to the 
water supply before work was start- 
ed on the canal. 

“For the present, at least, it looke 
as if the-canal is dead,” he said. 
“However, it has been dead a num- 
ber of times but took new life.” 

Representatives Sears and Green, 
of Florida, insisted work would con 
tinue, and Green declared: 

“They've got to give us some a® 
surance that the canal is going to be 
included in the deficiency bill or some 
other, or we'll see what can be dong 
about blocking other appropriations. 

Green said Hopkins’ statement was 
only that relief funds would not be 

for projects definitely disap- 
proved by congress. 

“That does not take us out of the 
picture,” he said. “It is true that the 
senate refused to place it in the War 
Department bill, but that does not 
mean that congress has disapproved 
the canal.”

Kar- 
lis Ulmanis, who once studied at the 
University of Nebraska, Lincoln, joins 
tomorrow the list of full-fledged dic- 
tators in European. governments. 
Since 1934, when he led a coup 
d'etat which but Latvia under mar- 
tial law, the heavy-shouldered Ulmanis, 
son of a farmer, has been a virtual 
dictator of Latvia, with the official 
title of prime minister. 

Tomorrow, with the expiration ot 
the mandate of President Alberts Kvie- 
sis, he will by law assume the func- 
tions of president as well—a decisive 
step toward the concentration of state 
power in the hands of one leader. 

He is to continue in this role, un- 
der the newly published laws, until 
the Latvian constitution has been re- 
formed. 3 

His hold on the Latvian government 
and his authority over this nation of 
2,000,000 people is now indisputable. 
His government has the backing of 
the military and the aizargi or civil 
guards, although there is little or ‘no 
visible expression of force. 

A trained agriculturist, Ulmanis 
found it expedient to emigrate to 
America because of his pre-war ac- 
tivities in the Latvian independence 
movement (from Russia). 

He returned home in 1913, after re- 
siding in the United States for five 
years, part of that time studying and 
lecturing at the Nebraska University. 

In October, 1918, he became the 
first prime minister of Latvia and 
since that time has held a similar of- 
fice in eight Latvian cabinets, sev- 


eral times combining that office with. 


the one of foreign minister. 

Heavy problems, confront the Lat- 
vian dictator for the future, especially 
in international affairs. A possible 
Russo-German war very likely would 
find Latvia in the path of a Russian 
advance, with the possibility of being 
made into a “theater of war” between 
two powerful nations.
